3 like Meapons, did not onely make great ſpoyle and hauocke of tedd a Fallowdeare, 
and other game: within the pꝛoper Lands of ſundzy Noolemen and Gentlemen ol this Kingdome,but were embold⸗ 
ned to committ diuers inlolent Riots, Burglaries, Nobberieg # Mu thers, and many tinies to runne into open ac⸗ 
tion of Rebellion, to the great diſturbanceof the publike peate, and trouble of the State and Lommo-wealth, Foz 
remedy and reſtraint whereof, the ſaid Lozd Deputy and Lourcell the tenth day of March in Anno Domini 1605, 
and in the third yeare of his Maieſties raigne of great Brittaine France and Ireland did in his Maieſties name declare, 
publiſb and co nmaund that no Pai?er, oꝛ Owner of any Shippe oꝛ Barke, noz any Marchant, factoz. oz other 
Tradeſman, noz anp other perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer Denizen oꝛ Stranger (bould from hencefoꝛth vzing oz cauſe 
to be bꝛought into this Kingdome,oz any ot her part thereof, without ſpeciall Licence from the Loꝛds of the Councell 
inEngland,oz from the Loꝛd Deputie and Louncell hexe, any quantitieoz quantities of Gunpon der, oꝛ any Muſkets 
Laltuers, Handgunes, Piſtolls, oꝛ other Pieces, Hurrions, Headpietes, Armours oz other furniture fox the Martes, 
(Swoꝛds # Kapiers, and Swoꝛd and Kapier⸗Blades onely excepted) vpon paine of his Maieſties diſpleaſure and 
indignation,. and vpon paine of ſeiſure and foꝛleiture of the ame, whereof the one moytie to be to the vſe of the Kings 
moſt excellent Maieſtie, and the other moyetie to the ble of ſuch perſon oz perſons as ſhould ſo diſcouer and ſeile the 
the ſame to his Maieſties viſe, And wee being now againe infoꝛ med that the ſaid Pꝛoclamation hath of late 
beene little regarded, but that the greater quantity of P der, Armes and other Marrelitze munition of all kindes 
are daily brought into this Kingdme from fozraine parts, now of later time then hath beene actuſtomed, dy meanes 
whereof great miſchiefe ⁊ i iconuenience may happen in this Realme,if due care and cirtumſpection be not ſpeedely 
had fox pꝛeuenting the ſame.

Dentzen 02 Stranger, (bill from henceiozth bꝛing oꝛ cauſe to bee bzought into this Kingdome, oz any other part 
thereof (Without ſpeciall licence from the Lozds ot the Councell in England, oz from Us the Loꝛb Deputie # Loun- 
celi)anyquantitie oꝛ quantities of Gunpowder,s2z any Muſkets, Caliuers, Handguns, Piſtols oz other Pieces, 
Murrions, Head-pieces, Irmours, oꝛ other furniture foz the ndarres, (Sworꝛdes and Kapiers, and Swoꝛd and 
Kapter-Blades onely excepted) vpon paine of his M aieſties diſpleaſure and indignation, and vpon paine of ſeiſure 
and fozfeiture of the ſame, whereof the one moytie ſbalbe to the vſe of the Kings Mateſtie, and the one halfe of the 
or her moytie to be foꝛ the Officer of his Maieſties Droze where the ſame be leiſed. and the other moytie and hal fe ol 
the aloꝛelaid moytrezto be giuen to him who ib all diſcouer x ſeize the lame, oꝛ the value thereof acco2ding to his Maie⸗ 
ſties rates. Ind Mee do further in his Maieſties name declace, à publiſh, that if any Marthant, Factoꝛ, oꝛ Tradeſ- 
man, 02 any other perſon oz perſons within this Realme now haue, oꝛ at anytime hereafter (hall happen to haue any 
quantitie oꝛ quantities of Gunpowder, oꝛ any Puſkets, Caliuer s, Hand guns, oꝛ other Pieces, Murrions, Head⸗ 
pieces, Armour oz other Abiliments of Warte, (Swordes and Rapters, and Sword and Rapier Blades ex= 
cepted ) in his oz their hands and poſſeſſion to the intent ro ſell the ſame, 02 any part thereof, to any perſon oꝛ perſons 
That then lach Marchant, Factoz, oz other perſon oz perſons, within one Moneth after the Date ot this Pꝛocla⸗ 
mation, oꝛ within one Moneth alter the ſaid 4powdcr,02 Munition, ſball come to his 02 their hands, (ball vpon 
pa:ne of (eiſure, and foꝛteituxe thereof, and vpon paine ot his Mateſties diſpleaſure and indignation bꝛing, oꝛ cauſe 
to be bꝛought all tuch Powdcr and other Munition into one of his Maieſties ſtozes of Oꝛdinante and Munition:

And nee doe further declare and publiſh, that if any Nobleman , Gentleman, oz perſon of honeſt and good be- 
hauour, oz if any Citty oꝛ Lozpozation, oz any Owner, oz 2Vailler or a2 
hau occalion to ble any reatonavie quanricie or Powder, 02 any Wulkets 
that euery ſuch perſon and perſons, and euery ſuch Littie, Towne oz Lozpozation ſþalbe from time to time by the 
Warrant of the L92d Deputie, oz by the Marrant of the ſcuerall Pzeſtdents of the Pzouinces of Munſter and 
Lonnaght, oz of other Lommaunders 02 Gouernours within their ſeuerall Lommaunds furniſbed q ſupplied otaiy 
ſuch competent quantitie of Powder oꝛ Munition, as he oz they ſball deſtreto ple, at ſuch reaſonable and eaſle rates 
as his Maieſtie doth vſually iſſue the ſame to his Armie within this Land. And ne doe herebyerpzeſſelycharge 
and commaund all and euery Gouernoz à Gouernours, Wayozs, Doueraignes,Poxtrtues, Baylittes,Lonſtables' 
and ail Luſtomers, Searchers and Controllers, within all and euery the Pozts, Hauens, and Lreekes of this 
Realme, and all others his Mateſttes Officers and Miniſters to whom it may appertaine, that they and enery of 
them, doe from time to time vle and imploy their beſt diligence andendeauours to diſcouer and ſeize to his Mateſlies 
ble as afozeſatd, ſuch quantities of Powder, Puſkets,Laltuers,Hand-guns,Ptecesand other munition and fur= 
nitureof n»arre,as ſbalbe bzought into this Kingdome oz any part thereof, to be ſold to any perſon 02 perſons, 02 
which any Marchant, Factoꝛ, oꝛ any other perſon oz perſons ſhall detaine, andkeepe in his hands oz poſleſſion,to 
the intent toſell theſame contrary tothe purpoꝛt of this Pꝛoclamation. And that heerein they fayle not to per- 
ide 2 dn -- they willanſwere the contrary at their perilles, Dated at his Maieſties Laſtleof Dublin
